Though  be  has  seen  or  studied  over 
eight  hand  mi  cases,  every  season  brines 
to  his  attention  novel,  unexpected,  and 
unimaginable  caprices  in  its  history  and 
symptoms.  He  adds:  “In  the  family 
of  neuroses  ”  (nerve  diseases),  “  to 
which  hay  fever  belongs,  nothing  can 
.surprise,  nothing  is  anomalous,  nothing 
is  inconsistent  With  the  evolution  or 
the  modern  constitution,  new  shapes 
and  type  of  symptoms  are  every  year 
coming  under  observation.” 

While  eminent  physicians  have  looked 
upon  running  of  the  nose,  sneering, 
cough,  asthma  and  aversion  to  light  as 
essential  to  the  disease.  Dr.  Beard  has 
known  a  case  in  which  the  only  symp¬ 
tom  was  inflammation  of  one  eye,  com¬ 
ing  on  suddenly  every  summer.  Another 
was  characterized  only  by  an  eoaematous 
eruption  of  the  face,  coming  on  year 
alter  year,  between  the  twentieth  aad 
twenty-fifth  of  August.  If  the  eruption 
was  suppressed  by  treatment,  an  attack 
of  asthma  followed. 

In  another  cue  the  only  symptom  was 
spasm  of  the  oesophagus:’  in  another, 
loss  of  voice;  in  another,  the  attack  was 
preceded  for  two  or  three  days  by  pro¬ 
found  mental  depression,  during  which 
immense  quantities  of  alcohol  oould  be 
taken  without  any  apparent  effect.

‘‘All  Mine!” 


An  Oregon  correspondent,  writing  to 
the  i'ouniry  Omlleman,  tells  this  stoi7 
of  the  riv  i  tiring  influence  of  horticul¬ 
ture.  Uncle  Ihlly  Rector  we® t  to  Ore¬ 
gon  in  lAifi.. bringing  seeds,  graft*  and 
tool*,  and  took  up  a  square  mile  of  fine 
land  in  the  Willamette  valley.  In  the 
scrub-growth,  along  the  edge  of  the 
prairie,  were  some  crab-apple  trees 
which  he  jrastyed. 

The  Indians  were  jealous  of  his  intru¬ 
sion,  though  peaceable.  By-and-bye  a 
chief  and  hi*  band  of  braves  and  squaws, 
with  his  pouifl*  and  pappooses,  camped 
near  a!  hana  on  a  fishing  expedition. 

The  red  nan.  he  said,  claimed  all  the 
valley— an# in  proof  of  this,  claim  said 
they  cam©  jgvery  year  to  gather  the  ap¬ 
ples.  Thearawceping  his  arm  in  a  circle, 
he  exclaimed,  “  All  mine!” 

The  savage  thought  his  argument  con¬ 
vincing.  ana  demanded  beads  and  fish¬ 
hooks  as  a  tribute. 

Rector  got  rid  of  him  by  yielding,  and 
for  two  or  three  years  saw  no  more  of 
the  noble  fed  man.  Then  the  chief  and 
his  string  of  horse*,  squaws  and  dogs 
again  sought  the  spot,  now  vastly 
changed  by  Rector’s  improvements.  He 
pretended  to  be  very  angry,  perhaps  to 
s<*are  th*  white  man  out  of  beads,  fire¬ 
water  and  fish-hooksL  Standing  erect, 
and  sweeping  the  circle  of  the  horizon 
with  outstretched  arm,  he  exclaimed, 
“  All  mi/Mr*

rattlesnake  *  U  zmpmded  with  special 
veneration,  and  their  bite  is  no  more 
dreaded  than  the  scratch  of  a  mesquit 

thorn  or  tbe  pricking  of  a  Oactt*.  They 
have  an  antidote  foe  the  bite  of  a  rattle¬ 
snake  which  is  infallible,  and  never  foils 
to  effect  a  core  in  a  few  mCRtttes  when 
administered  immediately.  An  Indian 
of  this  tribe,  when  bitten  by  n  rattler, 
swallows  the  antidote  at  once,  and.  after 
I  icing  stupefied  for  a  moment,  becomes 
entirely  restored  and  n«ver  feels  any  pain 
or  inconvenience  aftqrward.  All  at¬ 
tempt*  of  white  men  to  letrn  the  ingre¬ 
dient*  of  this  antidote  have  proved  fettle, 
as  this  secret  is  guarded  with  rar 

fidelity,  and  an  Indian  would  lay _ 

his  life  rather  than  communicate  the  re¬ 
cipe  for  snake  bites  to  a  pale  face.  If  a. 
white  man  is  bitten  by  a  rattlesnake  the 
Indians  will  not  hesitate  to  give  him  the 
antidote,  bat  he  must  not  wquirs 
it  is  composed  of. 

Tbe  snake  dance  is  performed  by  the 
Mooufo  every  two  years,  and  is  resorted 
u>fi *  a  means  of  propitiating  the  8pfadt 
of  tbe  Summer  Rain  to  send  abundant 
showers  to  froctifr  the  earth  and  make 
the  crops  grow.  The  corn  la  planted  in 
the  moist  sand  of  the  mesa,  without 
previous  preparation  of  the  ground,  for 
the  plow  is  unknown  to  the  tribe,  and 
after  it  ha*  grown  to  a  certain  height, 
and  needs  moistening  from  the  clouds, 
preparations  are  made  for  the  grand 
snake  dance.  A  deep  and  wide  excava¬ 
tion  is  made  in  the  dht  floor  of  one  of 
the  largest  houses  hi  the  village,  and  tbe 
whole  tribe  go  oat  to  hunt  aruutes.  These 
they  catch  with  their  bands  and  bring 
them  in  twined  around  their  necks, 
colled  in  their  bosoms,  or  wrapped 
around  their  legs  and  arms.  All  kinds 
of  snakes  are  captured— the  rattler,  the 
viper,  the  moccasin,  the  blue  racer,  the 
black,  the  garter,  the  green,  spotted — in 
feet,  every  variety  existing  in  the 
try.  These  to  the  number  of  m 
nundred  are  placed  in  the  pH  in  the  floor, 
and  the  mouth  is  covered  over  with  a 
buffalo  robe,  the  hairy  side  down  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  reptiles  from  crawling  out  and 
escaping.  Then  a  certain  number  of  the 
old  men  dance  around  the  pit.  chanting 
monotonous  songs  and  colling  upon  tbe 
imprisoned  serpents  to  intercede  with 
the  Spirit  of  the  Clouds  to  send  rain 
upon  the  thirsting  cornfields.  A  body  of 
younger  men  next  form  a  circle  around 
the  pit,  and  go  through  a  similar  cere¬ 
mony.  Then  come  the  old  women,  who 
Lave  a  different  chant,  then  the  young 
married  women,  *Jien  the  boys,  ana 
finally  the  virgins  with  their  hair 

up  in  loop*,  and  then  for  a  few  mon _ 

a  solemn  si lenoe  prevails,  during  which 
the  hissing  of  the  serpents  and  the  thrill 
sound  of  their  rattles  are  heard  under 
the  buffalo  robe.  These  sounds  are  taken 
as  favorable  tokens  that  the  incantations 
have  been  successful,  and  that  a  copious 
fall  of  rain  will  follow.  Thfh  tbe  buf¬ 
falo  robe  is  removed,  and  then  the  men 
and  boys  leap  into  the  pit,  and  each  one 
brings  forth  a  snake,  which  he  holds  in 
his  mouth,  Sometimes  a  man  will 
emerge  with  twcLor  three  small  snakes 
In  h is  mouth.  As  each  man  emerges 
from  the  pit  with  his  mouth  frill  of 
snakes  he  suns  at  full  speed*  down  tlis 
almost  perpendicular  side  of  the  mesa 
until  he  come*  to  tly  plain,  and  there 
gently  release*  captives,  who  at  once 
lake  to  the  grass  and  quickly  disappear. 
\fter  the  pit  has  been  emptied  the  men 
examine  the  wounds  on  their  arms, 
breast  ami  faces,  '•nd  if  blood  has  been 
drawn  they  know  that  the  fangs  of  a 
rattler  have  entered  their  flesh,  and  they 
ose  no  time  in  applying  the  antidote. 

The  wounds  inflicted  by  the  rattle» 
snak'-s  are  very  painful.  The  rattler, 
when  provoked,  is  the  most  savage  of  oil 
serpents,  and  will  continue  to  strike  and 
lacerate  an  enemy  a*  long  as  be  is 
within  reach.  Sometimes  an  old  snake 
with  full-grown  fangs  will  fas  tea  upon 
the  cheek  or  arm  of  an  Indian  and  hold 
on  until  the  fangs  are  tofn  from  his  jaws 
Mr.  Maher  witnessed  one  of  these  snake 
dances  of  the  Moquis  recently,  and  was 
horrified  at  the  siijht.  He  saw  tbe  blood' 
streaming  from  the  arms  and  breads  of 
the  Indians,  who  bore  the  pain  with 
stoic  indifference,  and  seemed  to  take 
pleasure  in  the  infliction.  They  believed 
that  the  more  savage  the  snakes  became 
and  the  deeper  the  wounds  inflicted,  the 
more  copious  would  be  the  shower.  On 
the  occasion  of  the  lost  snake  dance  the 
Indians  of  one  of  the  villages  refused  to 
participate.  Far  some  reason  they  be¬ 
lieved  that  the  min  would  Come  without 
the  dance,  and  while  the.  other  villages 
were  engaged  in  the  ceremony  they  sat 
idly  in  their  bouses  listening  to  the  noise 
ana  smiling  at  the  unnecessary  trouble 
their  neighbors  were  taking.  Subse¬ 
quently  they  had  good  cause  to  repent, 
for  when  the  rain  came  sweeping  down 
from  the  mountains  it  poured  a  copious 
flood  npon  the  snake-worshiping  villages 
and  their  field*  and  passed  around  the 
heretic  village  and  their  parched  corn¬ 
fields,  leaving  them  as  dry  as  a  powder- 
horn.  Tbe  result  was  that  six  of  the 
seven  villages  raised  abundant  crops, 
and  the  other  had  to  coll  on  the  agynt 
for  government  rat  loss. 

Hay  Fever. 

A  new  view  of  this  disease  has  come 
to  be  entertaiaed.  the  result  of  a  more 
careful  study  of  it.  It  is  found  to  be 
nervous  in  its  origin ;  to  come  not  from 
without,  hut  from  within,  though  it 
may  have  numerous  exciting  causes. 
Dr.  Beard,  of  New  %ork,  who  has  led  in 
the  more  recent  investigations,  says 
that  those  who  thoroughly  underotaad 
the  nerve-theory  of  hay  /over  are  pre¬ 
pared  for  the  discovery  of  almost  any 
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
